The Time Is Now 


of the present high school is a visible pressure. 

Can some of the hot-seat aspects of involvement with 
school construction be eliminated? Perhaps out of this 
latest experience both the school and building committees 
can formulate suggestions for an easier (and cheaper) way 


Does school construction have to be such an agonizing 
procedure? 

Is there some way, short of total standardization, to 
cut the time between the realization of the need for a new 
school and the fact of its construction? 

These are questions that must lurk, at least subliminal- 
ly, in the minds of citizens exposed to the many months 
of ping pong-like exchanges between the School Com- 
mittee and the School Building Committee on the subject 
of how much and what kind of space to provide for high 
school students whose number already exceeds the town’s 
capability to provide for them. 

Next month taxpayers will be asked, at a special Town 
Meeting, to approve plans and the price tag for a new high 
school, knowing that less than a week before making its 
final recommendation on construction to the School Com- 
mittee, the Building Committee was still uncertain about 
which of two sets of plans it would recommend. 

Most of the tedious reappraisal that goes into the pre- 
paration of plans for a new school is the result of attempts 
to find a balance between what is desirable and what is 
practical; this is the common concern of educators, com- 
mitteemen and municipal officials. 

An undetermined percentage of the agonizing stems 
from the efforts of all involved to re-state, re-study and 
re-evaluate, to get it all on the record so that the chips 
will know which way to fall should history reveal some 
flaw in their best efforts to outguess time, educational 
trends, economic developments and the stork. The spectre

What Our 
Readers Say— 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 
**T have a lot of sympathy for 


your readers as they try to follow 
developments on the high school 
building problem, because the sit- 
uatidn can be both obscure and 
confusing, 

**One example of confusion is 
the word ‘capacity’, It may come 
as a surprise to some of your 
readers that, as customarily used, 
the word does not mean what it 
says. Thay is why we canaccomo- 
date 900 students in a building with 
750 ‘capacity’ without even using 
a shoe horn, 

**An important obscure area is 
our educators’ demand for more 
building flexibility to meet the real 
or fancied requirements of the re- 
volution which is said to be taking 
place in teaching methods, and 
which is already making our new 
high school building more or less 
obsolete. 

**Structural flexibility seems to 
me to be the chief argument for a 
completely new building. Although 
I do not pretend to understand 
flexibility, I shall guess at its 
implications in the hope that others 
may correct or expand what fol- 
lows, 

**One meaning of the word has 
to do with dividing space to make 
some teaching areas smaller, If 
one room of standard size is 
divisible, two small classes can 
be accomodated in a space nor- 
mally occupied by one, This more 
efficient utilization of space saves 


contiguous areas, This involves a 
supposed educational 
based on the assumption that even 
a short distance is a handicap 
to effective learning or teaching 
or administration, 

**If the extra cost of acompletely 
new building is justified chiefly 
by structural] flexibility, then our 
citizens must clearly understand 
the extra benefits which the extra 
cost can buy, 

**But will those benefits last? 
Why won’t the proposed new build- 
ing also start to become obsolete 
soon after its completion? 

‘*If obsolescence is going to 
force a new multi-million dollar 
high school on us every ten years 
or so, why wouldn’t we be better 
off to erect cheap temporary high 
schon] buildings, to be torn down 
and replaced after a fast ten-year 
write off?’’

One obvious possibility occurs to the unitiated. Does 
each new school have to be incubated as though it were 
the single egg of the last whooping crane? 

What would be lost — or gained — if schools had to be 
built a bit more like most people have to build houses’; 
from a set of plans designed by experts but sold to the 
masse? By one school administrator’s own admission, 
there are only about four basic floor plans used in school 
design. Is it totally impractical to work from such a plan,

Is there value in the suggestion that the school building 
committee be a standing committee? In theory this should 
guarantee a hard core of experienced people, perhaps 
eliminate some of the natural inclination of each fresh 
group to want to leave better landmarks than those de- 


dicated by their predecessors. 


Whatever the answers, they should be in formulation 
before the final vote on this present project is cold. The 
town is facing construction of at least five new elemen- 
tary schools. At the same rate of debate, upperclassmen 
at the as yet unhatched high school may graduate in 


time to participate.
